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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 22-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oros et 
al in view of either Jp 6757a' or Petrick. Oros teaches the claimed welding of galvanized 
sheets with plasma arc but differs from the claimed subject matter in that the arc and 
the lack of use of filler material form the hole. Jp 657A' teaches that a hole can be 
formed in the top sheet of galvanized material, as claimed and also teaches use of a 
filler wire as claimed. Use of the hole effects a better weld due to the release of the 
gases from the zinc . Petrick is applied for teaching use of a hole 48 in one of the 
galvanized sheets to also release the zinc vapors and effect a better weld. Note that 
both the laser used in Petrick and the Mig used in Jp 657 A' do create plasma 
conditions due to the gas ionization. In view of either of these teachings it would have 
been obvious to modify the Oros et al system with pre-formed holed in the top sheet, so 
that proper venting of the zinc vapors is effected, and to also use a filler wire to fill the 
weld pool, as set forth in Jp 657A' as conventional. As per claim 25 advancing and 
withdrawing of the filler wire as claimed is a conventional step in many welding schemes 
and such step is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Likewise, use of clamps as 
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set froth in claim 26 is common for the artisan, and is also obvious to the artisan. Use of 
particular materials such as copper an aluminum for the work or the filler is considered 
obvious and routine for the artisan, this choice dependent on the end use of the device 
and the materials being welded. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 30(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 22-40 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 1-21 of U. S. Patent No. 6,706,992 since the claims, if allowed, 
would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: the claims are identical in nature and all of the 
limitations set forth in the instant application are set forth in the Hughes system. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
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the application which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Jp 081 A and Cooper are cited for disclosing pertinent welding 
systems of interest having galvanized materials to be welded.
